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The  caps,  gowns  and  hoods  worn  at  college  functions  have  their  origins 
in  the  robes  worn  by  monks  and  students  in  the  middle  ages  to  keep  out 
the  cold  and  damp.  Today,  the  academic  regalia  have  been  standardized 
by  tradition  and  agreement  among  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

The  gowns  for  bachelor  degrees  have  long,  pointed  sleeves  and  are  worn 
closed.  Masters  degree  holders  wear  gowns  with  oblong  sleeves  open  at 
the  wrist.  The  gown  may  be  worn  open  or  closed.  Gowns  for  the 
doctoral  degree  carry  long  velvet  panels  down  the  front  and  have  three 
velvet  bars  on  the  full  sleeves.  The  velvet  may  be  black  or  of  a  color 
distinctive  to  the  field  of  study  for  which  the  degree  is  given.  Gowns  are 
usually  black,  but  a  few  institutions  now  prescribe  colors  representative 
of  the  school. 

Caps,  also  called  mortarboards,  may  be  of  cloth  or,  for  the  doctoral 
outfit,  velvet.  The  tassel  is  black  or  of  a  color  appropriate  to  the  field  of 
study.  Doctoral  tassels  may  be  gold. 

The  colors  on  the  hoods  provide  the  institutional  identity  and  signify  the 
field  of  study.  The  style  of  the  hood  is  specific  to  the  degree  level,  with 
doctoral  hoods  being  larger,  with  wider  velvet  borders,  and  with  a  panel 
at  the  back.  The  silk  lining  of  the  hood  is  in  the  institutional  colors  and

Keynote  Address 

Janet  LaBreck  is  the  Commissioner  of  the  Massachusetts  Commission  for 
the  Blind  (MCB).  She  is  the  first  legally  blind  individual  to  receive  an 
honorary  degree  from  the  College.  She  was  named  Commissioner  in  2007 
after  serving  with  the  MCB  for  22  years  and  is  nationally  recognized  for 
her  work  on  vocational  rehabilitation  issues.  She  successfully  facilitated 
the  development  and  implementation  of  a  national  employment  network 
for  the  blind  in  collaboration  with  the  Council  of  State  Administrators  of 
Vocational  Rehabilitation.  The  Commission  for  the  Blind  was  created  in 
1906  to  provide  "the  highest  quality  rehabilitation  and  social  services 
leading  to  independence  and  economic  self-sufficiency"  for  blind  and 
visually  impaired  individuals.  Helen  Keller  was  one  of  the  original 
commissioners.

David  W.  Ferris,  OD,  is  a  1966  graduate  and  current  Corporator  of  NECO. 
He  is  the  founder  of  Dr.  David  Ferris  &  Associates  in  Warwick,  Rhode 
Island,  and  is  a  third  generation  optometrist  with  over  40  years  of 
experience  in  eye  care.  He  is  a  former  president  of  the  American 
Optometric  Association  and  the  Rhode  Island  Optometric  Association,  as 
well  as  Chairman  of  the  Rhode  Island  State  Board  of  Optometry.  He  is 
credited  with  playing  the  lead  role  in  obtaining  Federal  approval  for 
optometry  to  be  covered  by  Medicare.  "Dr.  Ferris  has  been  a  role  model 
for  generations  of  students  and  professionals  and  is  one  of  the  national 
leaders  in  the  profession  of  optometry,"  said  President  Elizabeth  Chen  in 
announcing  his  selection.
